Vox extending the Consolidated Act of 
1879, respecting duties imposed on 
promissory notc3 and bills of exchango 
to the whole Dominion. 

(Assented to Ma'j 7th, ISSO.) 

IilOU THE AVOIDANCE OF ALL DOUBT AS TO 
the application of the Act hereinafter mention- 
ed In and to certain Provinces of Canada: Her Majes- 
ty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 
I. The Act passed in the forty-second year of Her 
Majesty's reign, chaptered seventeen, and intituled 
"An Act to amend and cbntoliilate the fairs respect- 
ing duties impoicd on promissory notes and bill oj 
txehawje" shall extend and apply to and in the Pro- 
vinces of Manitoba, British Columbiianil Prince Ed- 
ward Island, the North-West Territories and the Dis- 
trict of Kccwatln, as It does to tho Provinces of 
(Quebec, Ontario, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick; 
hut this Act shall not be construed as declaring that 
the said Act, was, or was not, in force in the three 
Province!

. OBSTSOCTWyT 

The Irish obstructive members nre 
giving no end o£ troublo in tho British 
House of Commons. They openly 
avow a policy of opposition to every 
measure affecting Ireland that does not 
accord with their ideas of justice; and 
on Thursday talked against time dur- 
ing an entiro sitting of a committee of 
the whole upon tho Irish disturbance 
compensation bill. The full toxt of 
tho measuro has not coaie to hand as 
yet; but it is regarded as so extremely 
liberal as to cause two members of tho 
cabinet to retire therefrom, they de- 
clining (in their own words) to be 
'parties- to a measuro which in effect 
would practically dt spoil landlords of 
their property. Gladstone has him 
self stated that the concessions demand- 
ed by, Paknell and his followers will 
not bo' granted, and Lord Edward 
Cavendish, liberal, having witnessed 
the tactics of the obstructives, on 
Thursday declared that the govern- 
ment would be justified in abandoning 
the bill altogether. Under British 
parliamentary rules a few members of 
the House of Commons by united ac- 
tion aild a system of "relays" or 
"reliefs," may "talk out" in committee 
any measuro. The chairman is abso- 
lutely powerless to prevent the outrage, 
for when tho minority resorts to such d is 
reputable means to defeat the will of 
tho majority, it is an outrage which 
strikes at the very root of a system of 
government that rests on the will of 
the majority. However great may .be 
the grievances under which tho Irish 
people labor — and undoubtedly they 
are great — the British people are not 
prepared to accept a policy the practi- 
cal effect of the adoption of which would 
be to place the. owner of land entirely 
at the mercy of the tenant. Nothing 
short of bloody revolution which the 
resources of the United Kingdom, 
taxed to their utmost, could not put 
down, would cause the British people 
to consent to the passage of the 
measure. In other words Ireland would 
have iirst to perform an impossibility- 
put down England — before the revolu- 
tionary tactics of Baunellites would 
find favor in the eyes of any influen- 
tial class of people without the borders 
of the Green Isle. It is possible to 
effect important reforms in Irelaud 
without a resort to extreme measures. 
An obstructive policy in tho House 
is revolutionary in its tendency, 
although kept strictly within bounds 
that are constitutional. It is 
only in monorchia! England that 
talking against time can bo practised 
in. conformity with constitutional rules 
and precedents. In the United States 
Congress no bill can be talked out. 
When a debate grows tedious and tin- 
big guns of oratory have all been dis- 
charged the ten-minuto rule (that is the 
rule which limits a speaker to ten min- 
utes) is moved and the longest winded 
orator must compress the expression of 
his ide is into the sixth part of an hour. 
He is allowed, however, to have the 
speech he intended to deliver printed 
with tho official report of the proceed- 
ings. This system prevails in munici- 
pal bodies as well; and when a speaker 
haB expended the ten minutes assigned 
him he must give way to some one else 
or submit to a vote being taken. 
Deadlocks are impossible. Were it not 
for the existence of this rule debates 
would be interminable. In the Unite! 
States, where party feeling runs high- 
er than elsewhere, no measure could be 
passed except with the graco and con- 
sent of tho minority, who might de- 
maud and secure the most absurd con 
cessions at the hands of tho majority 
under a threat of killing bills by talk 
ing against time. Free speech is a great 
and glorious privilege; but like many 
another privilege it is subject to abuse, 
and if Parnell cannot convince the 
House by argument ho will try and 
coerce them by bringing about a dead- 
lock in legislation.

You cannot see any 
but foreign manufactured goods, and 
ask these so called mercantile shops 
have you any of what are made, grown 
or manufactured here 1 The answer is 
false, — "No, we cannot sell it,"

Hard Timos and tho Causo. 

To the Editor of The Colonist: 
Sir. — No country can prosper without 
people. Without consumers there is 
no commerce. When tho working claa 
have no employment you have no con- 
sumers or commerce that can pay. 
Many houses and stores are empty and 
very little cash is in circulation. Why ( 
Because Columbians will not patronizt- 
anything in the shape of home indus- 
try. No matter what is started here 
ttie cry is, "Oh ! I want San Franciseo 
goods." Any that are raised or manu 
factured here are not good enough. Yet 
they are equal in quality to any receiv- 
ed from San Francisco, if they aro not 
put up so finely. If manufactories 
when first started in San Francisco had 
not been well patronized by the pcoplt- 
there they could not have competed 
with eastern rivals. Remember that 
every dollar you send out of the 
country for what can be raised or man- 
ufactured here you are that dollar poor- 
er. It will never bo regained. Men 
who are drawing largo salaries, look to 
it When there are no people there 
will be no officials required. Property 
owners should see for themselves their 
houses and lands are unoccupied. There 
will bo nobody hero to pay taxes or 
rents unless we study to give employ- 
ment to the unemployed. The people 
here bucked against tho home govern- 
ment when tho first shipload of ma- 
terial was landed hero for the sanitor- 
ium. The consequence was that we 
lost that and one or two regiments 
of soldiers that would have be 
Btationed here all tho l ime. You would 
not patronize steamships well adapted 
for the trade sent here from England 
to got the subsidy and keep tho money 
in the country. No 1 You would have 
San Francisco's old tubs like the Pacific 
instead. All the transactions of Vic- 
torians have been characterised gitnil- I 



There are many people in the city 
who remember old Joseph Mink, a 
colored man, who, before Upper Cana- 
da could boast of a railway, owned and 
managed a line of stages running from 
Toronto throughout the country. He 
once kept a hotel and livery stable 
where the post office now stands and 
afterwards removed his stables to Que 
bee street, opposite Bay street. From 
his business ho amassed a largo fortune 
and was looked upon as tho wealthiest 
colored man in America. He had a 
brother George, at Kingston, who was 
also engaged in tho livery business, and 
who was at one time an aspirant for 
Aldermanic honors. Both were super- 
ior representatives of their class, social- 
ly and in point of wealth, Joseph being 
reputed .to be a millionaire. Those 
who remembor him, however, and those 
who attended tho same school with his 
daughter, estimate bis wealth variously 
as reaching from $50,000 to a million 
of dollars. At all events, he educated 
his daughter at the best of schools, and 
in addition to other property, 

OWNED A FINE RESIDENCE, 

where he lived, at Richmond Hill. 

In 1858 Minnie was 22 years of age, 
a quadroonj possessed of fine scholastic 
attainments, and very pretty in feature 
and form. During tho early portion of 
that year it was very generally known 
that Mink's fortune was open for divi- 
sion to the first white man of respecta- 
bility who would wed his daughter. In 
fact, the old man publicly stated that 
at the consummation of such a marriage 
he would pay the sum of $30,000 to 
the venturesome bridegroom. Even in 
those days, and in free, liberal Canada, 
miscegenation was scarcely sanctioned 
in legal and social circles. However, 
a Yorkshire cabman, named James An- 
drews, who had become acquainted 
with Mink, proposed for his daughter's 
hand, was accepted, married her in ele- 
gant style, and was paid over (some say 
the full amount stated, others the sum 
of §1,000), and became domiciled at the 
nlngant family mansion on Richmond 
Hill. 

At the time 
THE sjnoular circumstanced 
nf the marriage formed the theme of 
considerable comment .in the current 
public prints. Less than a year later, 
however, the affairs of Andrews and 
his wife glided into a series of circum- 
stances forming one of the most stupen- 
dous sensations of the day. He evi- 
dently tired of his quadroon bride, and 
squandered his money and either 
employed her .marketable value in the 
slave States to replenish his depleted 
purse, or was practical enough to effec- 
tually rid himself of her and pa}' the 
expenses of tho experiment at the same 
timo. A few months after their mar- 
riago he proposed a trip to tho States, 
the tour extending south of Mason and 
Dixson's line, and actually sold his 
trusting and beautiful wife to a Vir- 
ginia planter for the sum of §1,000. 
From that day until the present time 
nothing more has been heard of An- 
drews. 

The intelligence of the perfidy of his 
■son-in-law soon reached the ears of 
Mink. Through 

SIR HENRY BULWEE, 

orother of the eminent English novel 
f>Bt, and at that time British consul at 
Norfolk, Mink redeemed his child and 
took her home again. Her experience 
had been a sad one, however, and she 
became restless, ran away to Elmira, 
New York, led a life of recklessness, 
and finally drifted into life among the 
unfortunate in the great cities. Tho 
Grand Trunk railway broke up her 
father's stage-line business, and he lost 
the greater portion of his fortune. Min- 
nie finally went to Chicago, and took 
up her abode on School street, wheie 
she took in washing and eked out a 
miserable living in poverty, intemper- 
ance and ill-health. 

On the 13th of June, says tho Chica- 
go Telegraph, the police authorities of 
that city were informed that an old 
negro woman was lying dead at No. G4 
School street. The woman had been 
seized with diphtheria, and had died 
after a short illness. The remains were 
buried at the city's expense. She had 
given her name as Nellie Jones to the 
doctor who attended her. A reporter 
for tho Telegraph worked up tho case, 
and by some means not mentioned dis- 
covered that the dead negro woman 
was Minnie Mink, the colored heiress 
who was sold into slavery. — Toronto 
Mail

Municipal Polico Court. 

[Before Hon. A. F. PeiiibcrWl 

Saturday, July 17. 
Yues-Chea, the Indian charged with 
murder at Noah Bay, was again brought 
up. 

Mr. Courtney and Mr. Then. Davie ap- 
peared for the prisoner and ohjocted to 
any further detention of their client on 
the ground that the charge was in respect 
of a crime alleged to have been committed 
in the United States ; that no requisition 
for surrender under the extradition acts 
had been made, and that tho magistrate 
was therefore coram noil judice, quoting 
Clarke's Criminal Law, page f>0. 

His Honor decided that a requisition 
for the surrender of the prisoner was not 
necessary at the presont stago of the pro- 
ceedings. A charge of murder having 
been laid there was jurisdiction to remand 
the prisoner, pending the requisition 
being made. 

Counsel for prisoner then objected to 
the magistrate's jurisdiction, submitting 
tliat the Act 33 Vic., c. 25, had takon it 
away and limited it to a judge of a super- 
ior or County Court. 

His Honor declined to rnlo upon the 
point. 

Prisoner's counsel pressed for a deci- 
sion, but his Honor said that ho Would 
not give one at present, and instructed 
the Clerk to call on tho next caBO. 

Geo. Hughes was then brought up on a 
charge of vagracy and sentenced to three 
months' imprisonment with hard labor. 

Ah Lin, a Chinaman, chargod with sup- 
plying prisoners in the city gaol with to- 
bacco and matches, was remanded for tho 
production of witnesses who saw tho pri- 
soner throw the articles over the prison 
wall. 

His Honor thou intimated that lie would 
sit as a County Court jndgo, and request- 
ed that an information be laid against the 
Indian, Yees-Ches, charged with murder, 
as above stated. 

The Superintendent, of Police accord- 
ingly laid the necessary information and 
applied for a remand for one week to en- 
ablo necessary witnesses from Washington 
Territory to be in attendance. 

Prisoner's counsel again objected to the 
jurisdiction of the Court. 

His Honor referred counsel lo 11 and 
12 Vict., c. 42, which gives a Justice of 
tho Peace power to issue a warrant for 
offences committed abroad. His Honor, 
however, in the capacity of a judgo of tho 
County Court, had received the informa- 
tion just laid and under it would remand 
tho prisoner for a week pending the arri- 
val of further evidence lie also directed 
counsel's attontion to the Canadian Act, 
31 Vict., c. 0-1, the preamble of which re- 
fers to tho inconvenience of tho provision 
which required that before the arrest of 
an offender a warrant from tho person ad- 
' ministering the government must issue, 
inasmuch as by tho delay an offender may 
eludo pursuit. 

The prisoner was then removed and the 
Court adjourned.' 

Nanaimo. — The steamship Hylton 
Castle with a ] cargo of Wellington coal 
sailed for San' Francisco on Friday after- 
noon. . . .The bark Hy. Buck, in tow of 
the stoamer Beaver, arrived from Ouna- 
laska on Monday. She will take a cargo 
of Vancouver coal for Ran Francisco. . . . 
On Wednesday evening D. D. 0. M. J. 
Wi Brunton installed the following elective 
officers of Black Diamond Lodge; J. Mc- 
Neil, 1ST. G. ; J. Homer, V. G.; W H. 
Morton, Secretary; W. Wilks, Treasurer. 
. . . .During the past few days the steamer 
Sir James Douglas has been engaged re- 
pairing and locating buoys and beacons in 
Nanaimo harbor and Departure Bay.... 
Several of the buoys have been chanced 
in color from red to black and from black 
to red. The rule heretofore has been 
that mariners should pass red buoys on 
the port side and black on the starboard 
in entering port, and the opposite in leav- 
ing. They are now reversed. The buoys 
marking tho channol between Satelite reef 
and the Middle Ground have been chang- 
ed.

• The Judicature Act.— This Act will 
come intoforce on Tuesday, on which day wo 
suppose, an extra Qaxettc convening assize 
courts will be issued. A proclamation in 
the Gazette yesterday declares that the 
rules and orders'!!! force in Her Majesty's 
High Court of Justice in England on tho 
1st day of November, 1877, so far as the 
same are applicable to. this Province, 
shall bo the rules and orders in forco in 
fho Supremo Court of British Columbia. 
Tho orders in court and order in council 
now in force regulating tho fees and costs 
of counsel, attornies, solicitors, sheriffs, 
jurors, witnesses and any other matters 
mentioned therein, shall, when practi- 
cable, apply to proceedings under the 
above Act; and when the same are not ap- 
plicable, the tariff in force in England on 
the said first day- of November, 1877, 
shall apply.

Tho "Wrocls on O-aTsrlola Beef. 

The Nanaimo Free Frets of yesterday 
brings additional news concerning the 
wreck of the ship Trasher. It appears 
that tho vessel left Nanaimo on Wednes- 
day evening in tow cf tho ateamtug Etta 
White and Beaver, having on board a 
cargo consisting of 2600 tons of ceal. The 
weather was cloar and fine and the ship 
proceeded on her way to Entrance Island 
light. At 10 p.m. whilst almost abreast 
of the beacon moored on Gabriola Reof 
tho ship grounded on a sunken rock about 
half a mile to the eastward of tho 
beacon and as has already boon stated 
rapidly tilled with water. She was esti- 
mited to be worth §100,000, Capt. Bos- 
worth owning a share valued at §12,000. 
Her cargo is fully insured. At last ad- 
vices the ill-fated vessel was still on tho 
reof, resting on her benni ends. At low 
water tho main hatch is visible and tho 
top side of tho ship appeal's sound al- 
though her copper is distorted as if she 
had been subjected to a heavy strain.

EASTERN STATES.

The tramp then escaped -back 
into Arkansas, where the sheriff and S 
men finally Tan him down at the house 
of an old man supposed to bo his father 
They surrounded tho house and when 
ho appeared in tho doorway opened fire, 
causing dust to fly from his clothes, but 
not fatally wounding him. He 
turned the fire with a pistol in either 
hand and white they were reloading 
took to the fields. The posse followed 
him, firing another volley which brought 
him to the ground apparently dead; but 
when a Mr. Jones went up to tako a 
look at him the fellow pointed a liistol 
at his head and fired, Jones falling 
back dend.

A simultaneous attack was made on 
the Montenegrin front. Clansmen re- 
turned to camp with 13 Montenegrin 
heads and about 20 rifles and aniuni- 
tion cases, A mountaineer just arrived 
reports a revival of the attack at Ble- 
menti near Devois. Ho says 28 Mon- 
tenegrin heads wore brought in. Can- 
non tiring is heard horo this even- 
ing. Albanian clans are hurrying to 
tho front. The committee here tole- 
graphecl a powerful tribe for 5000 men. 
Tho league is undergoing important 
developments. Tho committee at Pre- 
zivend has summoned the great council 
of the Albanian nation to meet them 
and concert measures for the future. 
Tho Turkish government here continue 
to support the leagues and Hedobosg, 
tho Albanian commander-in-chief, con- 
tinues to receive pay as a Turkish of- 
ficer. The attack causes much excite- 
mont. The Prince of Mouteuegro can 
scarcely restrain his warriors ponding 
the appeal to Europe.

A BYLAW 

FOR RAISING A MUNICIPAL REVENUE ON HEAP. 
AND PER30MAL PJlOPEnTY IN THE VEAR 
1880. 

1. Bo it enacted by tlie Mayor and 
Council of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria ns follows: — 

2. There shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in the year 1830 upou all real and 
personal property mentioned in the as- 
sessment roll in force in tho City an equal 
rato of eight-tenths of one per cont. on 
tho assessed vulue thereof as apponrs by 
tho said roll. 

3. Tho aforesaid taxes shall bo duo and 
payable by tho porsou or persons liable 
for the same to tho Collector for tho Mu- 
nicipal Council at his oflice in tho City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho lif- 
toonth day of July, in tho year 1880. 

4. Tho Victoria Revenuo Bylaw, 1879,' 
so far as tho samo relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of oight-tcnths of one 
per cent, in the year 1880 upon tho as- 
sessed value of the real and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in tho assessment roll 
for tho time being in forco is hereby re- 
pealeTl providing always that all payments 
of tho said rato for the year 1880 already 
made by any porson or porsons shall be 
dealt with in tho same manner and bo as 
valid in all respects as if the samo had 
boon made) after tho passing ot this By- 
law and under tho provisions thereof. 

5. Tho special rato imposed by tho 
Water Works Debenture and Rovcnue 
Bylaw, 1877, mid by tho Bylaw to author- 
ize tho raising of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, 1878, shall continuo to be raised, 
levied and cdlycted in addition to all 
rates and taxes imposed under this Bylaw 
and shall be applied to tho purposes speci- 
fied in the said Bylaws respectively. 

6. The annual tax authorized to bo as- 
sessed, levied and collected by theVictoria 
Road Tax Bylaw, 1877, as amended by 
tho Victoria Road Tax Amondmeut By- 
law, 1877, shall continue to bo assessed, 
levied -and collected in addition to tho 
ratos and taxes imposed by this Bylaw 
and shall form part of the gonoral Muni- 
cipal Revenue. 

7. Clause 10 "The Victoria Revenuo 
Bylaw, 1879," is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out tho word "three" immediately 
be? ore the word "calendar" in tho last 
line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
the word "one." 

8. ' Schedule A of " The Victoria Reve- 
nue Bylaw, 1879," is hereby amended by 
inserting therein uftor the words "Every 
proprietor or managor of any theatre with- 
in tho, City limits for a single entertain- 
ment §5" tho following words " and for a 
week §15," and by inserting therein aftor 
tho words "and for tho minor exhibitions 
for single entertainments §2 50" tho fol- 
lowing words, "and for a week §7 50." 
And by striking out tho figures §10 aftor 
tho words " every commercial traveller" 
and inserting in lieu thereof the figures 
§20. 

9. The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
as amended by the Victoria Amendment 
Revenue Bylaw, 1879, and by this Bylaw 
ahall continue in force and all licenses 
and taxes imposed thereby shall continue 
to be collected thereunder. 

10. This Bylaw may bo cited as tho Ro- 
venue Bylaw, 1880.
